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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-18, 32-46 and 61-66, drawn to a "method of making paper," classified in 
class 162, subclass 135. 

II. Claims 1 9-3 1 and 47-60, drawn to a "Paper product," classified in class 1 62, 
subclass 158. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions I and II are related as process of making and product made. The inventions 
are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the process as claimed can be 
used to make other and materially different product or (2) that the product as claimed can be 
made by another and materially different process (MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case the 
product as claimed can be made by using another process, such as using another extrusion 
process to form the fibers. 

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

4. During a telephone conversation with Timothy Cassidy on August 5, 2003 a provisional 
election was made without traverse to prosecute the invention of group II, claims 19-31 and 47- 
60. Affirmation of this election must be made by applicant in replying to this Office action. 
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Claims 1-18, 32-46 and 61-66 are withdrawn from further consideration by the examiner, 37 
CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a non-elected invention. 

5. Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected invention, the 
inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one or more of the 
currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim remaining in the 
application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by a request under 37 CFR 
1 .48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1 . 1 7(i). 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 
1.312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
Timothy Cassidy on August 7, 2003. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

In claim 47, line 6, after the "fiber" the following was inserted, --, wherein said 
viscous composition is presented on said paper web in an amount from about 0.1% to 
about 10% by weight, based upon the weight of the web—. 

None elected claims; claims 1-18, 32-46 and 61-66 have been cancelled. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art does not 
teach a paper product having in its surface, topical applied, papermaking additives in the form of 
fibers, in amounts such as to increase the CD wetrdry strength ratio by at least 25%, as claimed 
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in claim 19, nor having in its surface, topical applied, chemicals additives in the form of 
attenuated fibers, in the amount as claimed in claim 47.
